Berkeley Man Is 


Nemek to Pee | 
Commerce Dept. 


Secretary Hoover, of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, today announced 
the appointment of Lincoln Hutchin- 
son of Berkeley, California, to take 
charge of ‘the investigation recently 
inaugurated by the Bureau of For eign 
and Domestic Commerce of the De- 
partment of Commierce into the trans- 
portation difficulties which confront 
the Pacifie Coast and the Far West 
shippers of perishable products. 

This survey, according to S‘cre- 
tary Hoover, is being undertaken by 
the Department of Commerce at the 
urgent request of more. than thirty 
associations of shippers and grow- 
erg on the West Coast. The first 
necessity in dealing with the prob- 
lem: has been to outline the situation 
in all its phases and to consolidate 
existing information from all sources 
which would have a bearing on the 
products, methods of transportation 
and markets. 

Preliminary investigations have 
been conducted: by: various comm!t- 
tees of Far West producers, who 
have conipiled a large amount of 
materia] from’ the production and 
shipping end. 

The Transportation Division of the 
Department of Commerce, under the 
direction of Mr. E. S. Gregg, has 
aiso been actively engaged for some 
time past in gathering information on 
the subject. As a result of these pre- 
liminary investigations, several: 0’ 
the more important railroads have 
instructed ‘better auxiliary servicer 
to the West Coast shippers, which 
improved .the situation materially 
toward the close of the recent season. 

Mr. Hutchinson is a graduate and 
a former member of the Economics 
Faculty of the Univérsity of Cali- 
formia, and has made a life-long stuly 
of both railroad and water: transpor- 
tation, foreign trade and distribu- 
tion problems. His researches have 
been supplemented by travel and in- 
vestigations covering some. thirty- 
five countries in all parts of the 
world. 7
